How New Tax Law Will Work: 
Cut in Withholdings After May 1 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) 
ERE is how the new tax law, enacted today over President 


H 


1. It grants relief to all the 
52,000,000 taxpayers, ranging 
from 100 per cent in the low- 
est income bracket to 5 per 
cent in the higher brackets, It 
removes 7,400,000 people from 
the tax rolls completely. 

2. It reduces, effective May 
1, all tax withholdings from 
pay envelopes and salary 
checks, Because the reduction 
is retroactive to Jan. 1, tax- 
payers would get efunds next 
year on such overpayments 
from Jan. 1 to May 1. 

The reductions are accom- 
plished by: 

1. A $100 increase in person- 

exemptions—from $500 to 
$600. 

2. Application of the “com- 
munity property” principle to 
all states. This permits hus- 
bands and wives to split the 
family income equally for tax 
reporting purposes—thus hold- 
ing the tax rates at lower 
bracket levels. A dozen states 
now have this principle by 
local law. 

3. Additional percentage cuts. 
These are figured in after the 
preliminary tax estimate is 
made on the basis of old law 
rates, but using the increased

personal exemptions and the 
community property principle, 
These extra cuts are provided 
as follows: 

12.6 per cent off the tax 
on the first $2000 of income 
(after deductions and exemp- 
tions). 

7.4 per cent off that part

5 per cent off the tax on 
any part of a person’s income 
above $136,700. 

These percentage cuts are 
in addition to the 5 per cent 
reduction in effect since 
1946.) 

4. An additional $600 exemp- 
* for persons 65 years or 
older, bringing their total per- 
sonal exemption to $1200, Ex- 
emptions for blind persong also 
are increased, 

5. Applying the community 
property principle to estate and 
gift taxes. 

The optional 10 per cent of 
income deductions for contri- 
butions, other taxes, medical 
expenses and the like—if they 
are not itemized—is continued. 
The maximum deduction is in- 
creased from $500 to $1000.

While the Soviets had an- 
nounced that all incoming pas- 
senger trains and outgoing pas-

Soviet Assurances Reported. 

(The United Press reported the 
Russians gave prompt assurance 
that food trains would be allowed 
to enter Berlin after routine in- 
spection of papers. It said, how- 
ever, that the Russians showed 
no signs of receding from their 
demand that they be permitted 
to search passenger trains to and 
from the capital, and question 
passengers and examine their 
identification. It also sald the 
Russians did not withdraw their 
demand that all freight trains 
carrying goods from Berlin to the 
western zones must have Soviet 
approval. 

(The U.P. said the Russians did 
agree at a meeting of the four- 
power deputy commanders to 
guarantee the Western Allies free 
movement within the city of Ber- 
lin.) 

The Russians announced late to- | 
day they intend to curtail their 
participation in thé Allied Kom- 
mandantura, the four-power gov- 
erning body for the city of Berlin, 
They said they no longer will be 
represented on seven important 
Kommandantura committees, They 
seek to have them merged with 
other committees to “improve the 
functioning” of the organization. 
The Kommandantura took no ac- 
tion on the proposed merger. 

Hint at New Moves. 

Earlier today the Russians, in 
rejecting Western protests against 
traffic barriers, hinted at new 
moves to squeeze the American, 
British and French out of Berlin. 
The Soviet newspaper Taegliche 
Rundschan said sharper measures 
will be ordered if “present restric- 
tions” do mot end what the Rus- 
sians describe as an excessive 
movement of Berlin’s industrial 
assets toward the West,

The wartime Supreme Allied 
Commander in Europe said, “I 
cannot conceive of this country 
being able to achieve its purpose 
abroad without taking steps to 
get men today” for immediate 
needs of the armed forces and 
“adopting a long range program” 
to back them up. 

He pooh-poohed talk of “push 
button” warfare. A super air 
force alone, Eisenhower said, 
could not be enough to win any 
war in the “next three to five 
years.” 

Without mentioning Russia by 
name, he said the United States 
is involved in an “ideological con- 
flict” in which “one side seeks to 
destroy democracy.” 

“There is no possibility today of

JEFFERSON CITY, April 2— 
The St. Louis Police Department 
salary bill, increasing the pay of 


all personnel in the Department 
$60 to $480 a year, for an over-all 
rise of about 11 per cent, was 


passed by the House last night 110 
to 5. The bill now goes to the 


Governor. 
The salary increases will become 


effective as soon as the measure 
is approved by the Governor. Un- 


der an emergency clause, the ad- 
ditional pay will total $564,000 a 
year on the basis of present de- 


partment manpower, or $592,260 
when the police force is fully 
manned. 


Increases of $300 a year are pro- 
vided for each of the top officers 
in the Department, ranging from 
lieutenants to chief of police. Ser- 
geants, who now receive $3120, 
would be paid $3420 a year for the 
first five years, an increase o 
$300 a year, and $3600 a year after 
five years’ service, or a hike of 


Corporals, now paid $2800, would 
receive $3120 a year for the first 
five years and $3240 a year there- 
after, or increases of $240 and $369 
@ year. Patrolmen, now receiving 
$2640, would be paid $2700 for the 
first year and $60 a year additional 
for the next four years, to a top of 
$2840. Probationary patrolmen 
would receive $2520, as compared 
with present p-~ of $2160 to $2400, 
and the pay o turnkeys would be 
increased from $2040 to $2220. 

Urging passage of the bill, 
Representative Fred Ray Columbo 
of St. Louis asserted that police 
galaries in St. Louis are the lowest 
among the nation’s 13 largest ci- 
ties, and that there are now 170 
vacancies in the Department as a 
result of inadequate pay. 

As originally introduced in the 
Senate with the backing of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
the bill would have provided in- 
creases totaling abcut $1,250,000 
or 25 per cent. The Senate re- 
duced the pay hikes, however, on 
recommendation of its Municipal 
Corporations Committee. | 

The House passed on reconsid- 
eration today bills providing pay 
increases of $300 to $360 a year 
for employes in two city offices 
under state jurisdiction. One 
Measure provides increases total- 
ing about $25,000 a year for em- 
ployes of City Collector Richard 
Gruner, and the other authorizes 
increases amounting to $12,400 for 
employes of License Collector 
Frank A. Britton. Both bills had 
been killed by narrow margins in 
the House yesterday. 


UNIVERSITY CITY 
SAYS ST. LOUIS IS 
THE REAL DEBTOR 


University City owes St. Louis 
nothing, but St. Louis owes its 
suburb about $5300 on an i11i-year- 
old debt, Marvin E. Boisseau, city 
attorney of University City, as- 
gserted today in an indignant reply 
to Deputy Comptroller Ray C. 
Schroeder of St. Louis. 

“Schroeder insulted University 
City gratuitously when he said 
we owe more than $3300 for 
charges for sewer connections,” 
Boisseau declared, “The truth of 
the matter is that the bill is not 
due until 1950, or, to be exact, 
until after the 1950 census.” 

But, Boisseau continued, St. 
Louis agreed in 1937 to pay about 
43% per cent of a $12,500 charge 
for acquiring the Rock Island 
Railroad right-of-way between De 
Baliviere avenue and Forsythe 
boulevard, and that debt has nev- 
er been paid, He asserted: 

“I always assumed St. Louis 
will pay and I know it will when 
the Millbrook boulevard project 
is completed. St. Louis did not 
have money available at the time 
to pay its share but we haven't 
bothered them. If anybody has 
a right to kick, we have. We 
don't owe them anything. Why 
should Schroeder cast reflections 
on University City?”

WILLIAMS BURG, Va., April 2 
(AP) — President Truman ex- 
pressed hope today that the unan- 
imous decision of the United Na- 
tions Security Council to seek a 
truce between Palestine’s warring 
Jews and Arabs would be a fore- 
runner of eventual world-wide 
good neighborhood.- 


Speaking from the same plat- 
form with Virginia’s Gov. William 


M. Tuck, who is participating in 
the Southern Democratic revolt 


against his civil rights proposals, 
the President said he wished “all 
the world could be good neigh- 
bors.” 

“There is no reason in the world 
why they shouldn't be,” he added. 

He said the peace-loving peo- 
ple “have something to be proud 
of” in the “unanimous agreement 
in the Security Council of the 
United Nations.” He said he 
hoped the decision was “a por- 
tent of things to come.” 

Receives Honorary Degree. 

Truman spoke after receiving 
an honorary law degree at the 
College of William and Mary at 
the end of a 113-mile drive from 
Dahigren, Va., where the préai- 
dential yacht Williamsburg an- 
chored at 3:30 a.m. during a fog. 
The fog led to cancellation of his 
plans to travel by ship to York- 
town. 

His address followed one in 
which Prime Minister W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King of Canada warned 
that nations still free of Russian 
domination should unite their 
moral, economic, spiritual and 
physical forces lest they be de- 
stroyed “one by one.” 

Gov. Tuck also spoke and re- 
ceived a degree, as did Viscount 
Alexander, Canadian Governor 
General. 

Bill of Rights Reference. 

In a possible reference, to his 
civil rights proposals, which drew 
the protests of Tuck and other 
Southern governors, Truman paid 
tribute to George Wythe, once 
the chancellor of William and 


Mary. ‘ 

He said Wythe. doesn't “get 
enough credit for what he did for 
the United States of America and 
for the things for which we stand 
—our Bill of Rights.” 

He spoke of the contributions 
Wythe’s graduates have made “to 
the welfare of the world and to 
the welfare of the United States 
of America.” 

Truman declared that the United 
States “has never wanted to be 
anything but a good neighbor to- 
ward every other nation in the 
world.” 

Insidious Menace Charged. 

King took the occasion to say 
that “the menace to freedom has 
never been graver or more insid- 
fous than it has become within 
the last three years.” 

“That menace arises no longer 

merely from armed aggression 
aimed at territorial expansion,” 
he said. 
“While this is an ever-present 
danger, the menace to freedom 
comes as well from sinister plans 
to undermine the structure of 
free government within the bor- 
der of individual nations,” he 
said.

An unsuccessful effort to line 
up Howard V, Stephens, candidate 
for Republican National Commit- 
teeman for Missouri, with the 
Barak T. Mattingly faction of the 
party in the state was made a 
year ago by Mattingly, Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann and Roscoe 
C. Hobbs, Stephens’ opponent in 
the race, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

The effort failed because Steph- 
ens thought their offer to make 
him sheriff of St. Louis, in the 
event of the office becoming vVa- 
cant was an attempt to dispose of 
him politiclaly. 

The offer was made by Mat- 
tingly, national committeeman; 
Mayor Kaufmann, his political 
protege, and Hobbs, a close friend 
of both, at a meeting at the Rac- 
quet Club last May. 

Turned It Down Flatly. 

Stephens, who made a strong 
bid for the Republican nomina- 
tion for United States Senator 
from Missouri in 1944 and who a 
year ago was mentioned in out- 
state Republican circles as a 
strong possibility’ for candidate 
for Governor of Missourl, said he 
turned down the offer of the 
sheriff's office “flatly and in no 
uncertain terms.” He said: 

“I can’t imagine what they 
thought when they offered me the 
job of sheriff, but I had the feel- 
ing there was an attempt to get 
me to take an unimportant job to 
keep me out of a race for some 
important post. 

“The basis of the offer at the 
time was that John F. Dougherty 
might either resign or be ousted 
from the office of sheriff. In that 
event, the sheriff would be elected 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

“The Mayor, Mattingly and 
Hobbs told me that the Board of 
Aldermen would elect anyone they 
told them to elect.” 

Stephens Makes a Point. 

When the Citizens Tax Commis- 
sion a few days later suggested 
that the Mayor seek legislation 
to reduce the salary of the Sheriff, 
Stephens took occasion to “express 
surprise” at the statement of the 
Mayor agreeing with the Tax 
Commission about the unimpor- 
tance of the job.

This was the warning voiced 
yesterday by New Tork's Gover- 
nor, Thomas E. Dewey, as he in- 
vaded Wisconsin in his campaign 
for the Republican nomination for 
President. Dewey alerted Long 
Island in an extemporaneous noon- 
day speech at Racine; last night 
in Milwaukee, in what was billed 
as the principal address of his 
Wisconsin tour, he shifted the lo- 
cale to Boston. 

In what some of his listeners 
eonstrued as a carom shot at the 
MacArthurs, Eisenhowers and 
- Marshalis who have been men- 
tioned for the White House, the 
non-veteran Dewey complained 
that “the policies of our country 
today are dominated by dozens of 
military men who by instinct and 
training think only in terms of 
war.” 


“You can't shoot and kill an 
idea with a gun in the contest 
with communism,” Dewey said in 
Milwaukee. 

“Military genius—no matter how 
excellent—is not the answer that 
we dare to rely upon for victory 
in this cold war that gnaws at the 


What is needed, Dewey said, is 
a strong militery defense plus a 
“moral offensive” against com- 


munism.” 

Pats for Stassen, MacArthur. 

While fervently denouncing 
Harry Truman, Henry Wallace 
and Joseph Stalin, Dewey sought | 
to appease the two Republicans 
who are running against him in 
Wisconsin's presidential prefer- 
ence primary next Tuesday— 

MacArthur and former, 
Gov. Harold E. Stassen. Having 
ignored them in his Racine | 
speech, Dewey last night patted | 
them on their respective backs as 
follows: 

“One is a fine Amefican soldier 
who has served his country well 
for nearly 50 years. The other 
is a fine former Governor of your 
neighboring state of Minnesota. I 
have the highest regard for both 
of them.” 

After referring to the communi- 
gation of Czechoslovakia, Dewey 
paid: 

“Now the Soviet is putting the 
pressure on Finland and it is be- 
lieved that the brave and peace- 
loving people of Norway and Swe- 
den are next on the Russian list 
and then Denmark. And Den-

U.S. PLANES FLY 
FOOD TO BERLIN 


TO BEAT BLOCKADE | 


Continued From Page One. 


Berlin. 
Planes had taken off from Frank- 
furt. Seventeen of them carried

The bitterness of Tulpanov’s re- 
marks against what he called the

Reds Abandon Roadblock. 


British and Russian troops 
faced each other for 12 hours yes- 
terday and last night across a 
roadblock the Russians had set 
up in the British sector of Berlin. 
The small Soviet detachment fl 
nally abandoned the barrier early 
today. The British sent their men 
in after lodging a vain protest. 


Western authorities here are 
convinced the restrictions are a 
Russian maneuver to pressure 
them out of joint occupation of 
Berlin, in effect since the war. 
They refused to permit the inspec- 
tions demanded by the Russians. 

The Russians’ only means of in- 
terfering with the United States 
planes apparently would be to 
shoot or try to force them down 
at the risk of a serious interna- 
tional incident, 

They are „ot halting any of the 
$2 daily trains carrying food, coal 
and other needs to Berlin's some 
4,300,000 Germans. 

Daniel R. Neff, chief of the 
American Military Government’s 
water transport branch, reported 
no interference with barges bring- 
ing in supplies for the Germans, 

However, British authorities an- 
nounced suspension of all British 
inland water traffic through the 
Soviet occupation zone because of 
dificulties with the Russians over 
interzonal documents for barge 
crews. Much of the British sup- 
plies for Berlin have been moved 
heretofore by barge. The tieup 
has prevented delivery of more 
than 50,000 tons of cargo, the au- 
thorities said. 

The dispute over the regulations 
amounted to a question of prestige 
between Russia and the Western 
nations. The Russians would gain 
status at the expense of the others 
should they succeed in forcing 
them from Germany's old capital. 
The Western Allies say the re-

BOGOTA, April 2 (UP)—The 21 
American nations will be asked 
to approve a resolution for crea-

The text of a resolution drafted 
by Chile to be presented to the

Chile’s Third Anti-Red Move. 

Chile recently severed relations 
with Russia and also was the 
nation which charged Russia be- 
fore the Security Council with 
engineering the Communist coupe 
in Czechoslovakia. 

The draft resolution calls for 
a united front of the American 
nations against Communism, with 
exchange of information among 
them on measures adopted to sup- 
press it. 

“Recent events in Europe,” the 
resolution said, show the necessity 
of protecting the American conti- 
nent against Communism. And 
other “recent events,” it continued, 
have shown that the Communist 
parties existing in American re- 
publics are “undoubtedly at the 
Service of an extra-continental 
power and of foreign political in- 
terests.”

Juvenal Hernandez, 


author of the resolution referring 
to Soviet restrictions on Allied 
traffic around Berlin, told report- 
ers: 

“What happened in Berlin and 
what is happening daily in Europe 
make essential a strong anti-Com- 
munist stand.

The five delegates planned 
a meeting today to study develop- 
ments. Gromyko insisted in the 
Council that the self-styled “five 
lonely pilgrims” go ahead with 
thelr work, 

An appeal from the commission 
to the Security Council for inter- 
national armed force to put 
through partition touched off the 
debate which led to the decision 
for the new Assembly session. 
The big powers decided during 
Council consideration that the 
splitup could not be carried out 
peacefully and no method was 
advanced for raising an army.

Got Problem Year Ago. 

It was one year ago today that 
Britain formally asked for a spe- 
cial Assembly session to consider 
the future of Palestine.

A committee was sent into the 
Holy Land and recommended par- 
tition. The 1947 Assembly. with 
the United States and Russia in 
rare accord, adopted the plan.

After consulting with his advis- 
ers and Cabinet, Paasikivi framed 
new instructions for the Finnish 
delegation on the basis of a Rus- 
sian draft for a treaty. He pro- 
posed two main military clauses 
be changed to bind Finland to de- 
fend its borders in event of attack 
directed against Russia, but to 
leave Finland free to decide when 
such attack threatened and when 
collaboration with the Russians 
would start. 

Paasikivi asked parliamentary 
leaders for written statements of 
their views. The majority again 
opposed Miliary clauses and thus 
Paasikivi hesitated to send his 
new instructions. He was report- 
ed yesterday to have sent the 
instructions, but it developed later 
he had failed to do so. 

Two Delegates Summoned. 

Instead of sending the instruc- 
tions, he called back the two dele- 
gates for consultation. He wants 
the views of Premier Mauno Pek- 
kala and other delegates in Mos- 
cow. Kekkonen represents the 
agrarian party and Soederhjelm 
the Swedish People’s party. 

Their parties along with the 
the Social Democratic, Conserva- 
tive and Liberal parties have op- 
posed military clauses.

Importance of Tel Aviv. 

The coastal area is the heart 
and center of the Jewish power. 
Here live some four fifths of the 
Jewish population of Palestine, 
Here are most of the industries and 
the wealth. Here is the great city 
of Tel Aviv, center of the Jewish 
life and government. Of a total 
of perhaps 700,000 Jews in 
Palestine about 550,000 live in this 
coastal area; 40,000 or 50,000 live 
in Galilee, 

Nearly 100,000 live in Jerusalem 
and vicinity, surrounded by Arab 
territory. There are only a few 
thousand in the settlements of 
the Negeb and there are also a few 
thousand in isolated Jewish set- 
tlements within the territory as 
signed to the Arabs. 

This distribution of population 
is one vitally important military 
fact. Geography is of even greater 
importance. The Negeb is desert 
country, watered by pipelines 
from the coastal area, Galilee is 
hill country, bordering the fron- 
tiers of Syria and Lebanon, The 
coastal area is just a long strip 
of plain between the mountains of 
central Palestine and the Mediter- 
ranean sea. In these mountains 
are the principal Arab strong- 
holds. Also, just south of the city 
of Tel Aviv and immediately ad-

cently told the state’s national 
committeeman, Arthur Summer- 
field, that he was entirely free 
to organize Michigan for Gov.

“more acceptable so that Spain 
can be adopted into the family 
of nations of Western Europe.” 
“Also,” he continued, “it is a 
friendly gesture to the Spanish 
people, an encouragement to them 
to seek a better government than 
they now have. There has already 
been a report that Franco is ready 
to name a premier. All this will 
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accomplish more than the State 
Department has done in the last 
10 years. 

Cites Poland, Yugoslavia, 

We pressured Poland to lib- 
eralize their government. They 
let in the Communists, and we 
saw what happened. We pres- 
sured Yugoslavia to ditch Mikhail- 
ovitch and let in Tito. Where is 
Yugoslavia? The pattern was re- 
peated in Bulgaria. 

“In view of this, can you blame 
Spain for refusing to liberalize 
her government according to our 
ideas. I believe that if some 
eminent American were sent to 
Spain with assurances that we 
would not permit a repetition of 
Poland, Yugoslavia. and Bulgaria, 
that we could induce Franco to 
step down. This emissary would 
have to be known to hate Com- 
munism as viciously as the Span- 
ish people do.” 

O’Konski said the non-record 
vote on the amendment, 149 to 52, 
showed that the “American people 
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General Assembly in reaffirming 
disapproval of the Franco Govern- 
ment and adding sanctions to the 
withdrawal of Ambassadors to 
which we had agreed a year ago. 

“The point is,” he continued, 
“that all the drastic measures 80 
far applied against Franco have 
not weakened him, but helped 
him. And if we were to kick 


him out and the Communists took | 


over, then we would be in for 
trouble.” 

O’Konski’s Considerations. 

The sponsor of the Spain 
amendment, O’Konski, who was 
born on a Wisconsin farm 44 
years ago, describes himself as 
an educator, journalist and lec- 
turer.

Berlin’s Meaning to Us 

What difference does it make whether the 
United States keeps its forces in Berlin? After 
all, aren’t the Americans who are there actually 
on a small island in the heart of the Russian 
zone of occupation? 

Is it worth the risk to stay in a spot so vulner- 
able in the face of the latest move by the Rus- 
sians to force us out? 

These questions are rising in the minds of 
many citizens who are now realizing for the first 
time that the Western democracies have no ter- 
ritorial access to their sectors of Berlin—that 
American, British and French entry has been 
over Russian-occupied area. 

To answer these questions we need first to go 
back three years to the time when American 
commanders and their troops were sweeping into 
Germany as the Nazi retreats turned into routs. 
In those racing days, Berlin might have been 
taken by Gen. Simpson’s Ninth Army from the 
northwest. Or it might have been entered from 
the west by Gen. Hodges’ First Army. Or Gen. 
Patton might have swung up from the south as 
his Third Army was so eager to do. 

Yet all of these American armies stayed out. 
It was decided at the very highest level that the 
Russians were to occupy Berlin from the east. 
So our troops waited on the Elbe and elsewhere 
until the soldiers of the Red Army could move 
into the once proud German capital. 

Thus, if the Americans have traveled through 
the Russian zone to Berlin by Russian leave 
since the end of the war, the Russians are in 
Berlin by our leave in the first place. This basic 
fact should be the starting point for any discus- 
sion of the Berlin crisis today. 

Why? Because it emphasizes that Germans 
and Europeans in large numbers are aware of 
the fact that the United States could have taken 
Berlin but agreed to let the Russians do it. 

That was a generous gesture to an ally in the 
war against Hitler. It was not appeasement then 
and it should not be distorted into appeasement 
now. But to Europeans it will seem to be ex- 
actly. that in hindsight if we abandon Berlin 
under Russian pressure. 

If we abandon Berlin and a course of yielding 
is set, how will we convince the Germens that 
we will not in the end yield our zone? How will 
we persuade them that while we did not hold 
the line in Berlin we will hold it at the zonal 
boundary? 

The United States is responsible for more 
than the safety and security of the 8575 who 
constitute our forces in Berlin. We are respon- 
sible in a very real sense for the safety and 
security of many thousands of Germans who 
have co-operated with us, who have accepted 
posts in our Military Government and the Ger- 
man government or who have become, for ex- 
ample, editors and publishers of democratic 
German newspapers, which we have licensed. 


For it must be remembered that not all these 
Germans were eager volunteers. Many of them 
yielded to our urging when their instinct was 
to wait and see whether the American people 
really meant business in Europe this time, 
Thousands of these Germans allowed themselves 
to be drafted against their judgment. 

If the United States withdraws from Berlin 
every German who has worked with us there 
becomes a marked man—marked by those Ger- 
mans who were opposed to us all along and by 
the Communists, whether Russian or German, 
If we pull out we leave behind us, to be picked 
off one by one, targets which we ourselves have 
set up. 

Could anything possibly be more faithless or 
more demoralizing than that? 

Could anything more deplete our waning re- 
serve of good will in Europe? 
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A Little Courtesy vs. a Big Hazard 

It's a very small compliment to human nature 
that the American Automobile Association re- 
ports that the worst hazard of night driving is 
the refusal or failure of one-third of all motor- 
ists to dim their headlights. Glare is a danger. 
It may cost lives. Dimming the headlights takes 
a minimum of effort. Yet anyone who has ever 
driven at night can testify to the number of 
motorists who want approaching cars to dim 
their lights but who are unwilling to dim their 
own. In a world which often nowadays seems 
oversupplied with heels, is it beyond the ,man- 
ners of the least mannerly one-third of motorists 
to eliminate the No. 1 hazard of driving at night 
by dimming their headlights for approaching 
cars? 


Interest Rate Reversal 


In a surprise reversal, the Missouri House has 
approved 24 per cent interest on small loans, 
which it had previously turned down as too high. 
It limited this top rate to the first $150, a move 
toward reasonableness. 
amendment to make the top rate 18 per cent, 
which would fairly compensate any lender whose 
services are needed to meet the demand for 
small-loan credit. 

The present situation, with a too-low nominal 
ceiling of 8 per cent and widespread evasion, is 
undesirable, The House has heard the loan lob- 
by’s steady propaganda that the choice is be- 
tween high legal rates and loan sharks, What it 
seems not to have taken in fully is that the loan 
lobby shows signs of weakening, a new eagerness 
to have an interest-rate law on the books. State 
Insurance Superintendent Owen Jackson’s new 
ruling threatens the profit in the “insurance” 
dodge that has hitherto evaded the 8 per cent 
limit. The lobby itself proposed the 24 per cent 
rate after putting a higher-rate bill through the 
Senate. 

The House has reversed itself once on 24 per 
cent interest. It could do so again with reason- 
able hope of being offered a lower figure, with 
a much better chance to escape the veto which 
Gov. Donnelly has already used to stop two 
excessive-rate bills. 
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Forced Savings for Veterans 


Whatever way the Missouri Legislature turns 
on the veterans’ bonus, it falls in a new tub of 
hot water. In the latest turn, the House has 
voted to raise the sales tax 1 cent, build up 
$135,000,000, and only then, some five years 
hence, pay the bonus. This avoids the interest 
charges involved in any immediate payment but 
it also admits that there is no pressing need 
for a bonus. Why, then, when changing con- 
ditions in this troubled world may soon make 
the whole question academic, give a five-year 
promissory note? 

Sales-tax financing, like any other method, 
would collect much of the bonus from the vet- 
erans themselves. That is inevitable because 
they and their dependents are already a third 
of the state’s population and their proportion 
is increasing. Under the House scheme, a third 
to a half of the money they got in 1953 would

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Action in Missouri for the DPS 

The movement to ascertain resettlement pos- 
sibilities for displaced persons from Europe in 
the Middle West and the plains states is now 
getting started in Missouri. Thanks to spon- 
sorship by the National Catholic Resettlement 
Council, a survey of jobs and living quarters 
available is about to be started in the St. Louis 
archdiocese of the Roman Catholic Church. Tie 
council, of which Archbishop Ritter is leader, 
is participating in the collection of facts and 
figures on accommodations for DPs for presen- 
tation to Congress. | 

This activity is all the more welcome because 
Missouri has fallen behind other states in 
inventorying DP opportunities within its bun- 
daries. Iowa has reported that it can accom- 
modate 9000 DPs in the homes of relatives and 
friends immediatedy. Minnesota’s commission, 
also serving by appointment of the Governor, 
says that its state has places now for 8000. 
This number will be revised upwards by 2000 
or more since the additional responses have 
continued to come. in. 

In other states the movement has been inter- 
denominational in character. Protestants and 
Jews have joined Catholics in finding out how 
much hospitality can be extended without creat- 
ing problems of housing and employment. In 
Nebraska, one of the latest states to act, a 3l- 
member commission is conducting such a study 
at the direction of Gov. Val Peterson. Agricul- 
tural, industrial and civic leaders are particl- 
pating along with denominational representa- 
tives. Are not Missouri Jewish and Protestant 
leaders ready to participate? 

Nothing else the United States can do about 
the DPs will take the place of opening our gates

The British are building their homes out of a 
new material called “plimber,” the name of 
which is derived by eliding the words “plastic 
timber,” which is what it is.

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Moscow in Milwaukee 

In its plot to seize national power by joining 
and perverting ‘democratic institutions, Com- 
munism gave an ominous warning in its cap- 
ture of the U.A.W. Allis-Chalmers Local 248 at 
Milwaukee, The result of Harold Christoffel's 
Red reign, as a review in the Post-Dispatch news 
columns has shown, was serious harm to the 
war effort and European recovery.

To protect the sanctity of the ballot in Kansas 
City, where on more than one occasion it has 
stood sadly in need of protection, the Missouri 
Senate has devised a Spencerian test for spooks. 

Under a bill offered by Senator Charles L. 
Madison of Kansas City, voters in his home city 
would have to sign an identifying certificate 
when asking for a ballot. Thus by a comparison 
of signatures, election officials could make sure 
that the voter was not a visitant from a ceme- 
tery, that he was actually the individual he 
claimed to be and, as such, entitled to the ballot. 

Such a system ought to be set up without un- 
due difficulty, and so long as it is not tied to 
a numbering scheme by which the ballot might 
be later identified, it is hard to see any objection 
to it.

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How the Butter Lobby Rules

Discriminatory margarine taxes were first attained by parliamen- 
tary deception; for 62 years, House Agriculture Committee has 
systematically kept repeal bills from a democratic vote; a discharge 
petition, the only way to overrule the committee, is gaining support. 


From a Statement by the National Association of Margarine Manufacturers 


This is a report on the present status of 
the margarine controversy, together with 
some background material. 


Discharge Petition No, 12, to force the 
bill to repeal the federal taxes and penal- 
ties against margarine out of the House 
Agriculture Committee, now has consider- 
ably more than 100 signatures. This num- 
ber has been obtained with little fanfare 
or organized effort. 


To get the required 218 signatures, of 
course, considerable effort may be neces- 
sary. Most Congressmen are reluctant to 
use the discharge method. Normally they 
respect the prerogatives of other commit- 
tees. But the discharge method has been 
used successfully many times when (1) it is 
evident that a particular committee is sys- 
tematically smothering a bill which has 
strong popular support and (2) when there 
is no other way by which a vote may be 
obtained, 


62 Years of Suppression 


When the House Agriculture Committee 
voted recently to table all bills for repeal 
or modification of the margarine taxes and 
penalties, it was continuing a practice of 
“bottling up” that began more than half 
a century ago. Since 1886, when the first 
anti-margarine law was enacted, more than 
60 bills for repeal or modification have 
been referred to the Agriculture Commit- 
tee. Not one of those bills has ever been 
reported out. 


For 62 years, regardless of which party 
was in the majority, the butter lobby has 
been in control, In only three of the 62 
years were hearings even granted. Even 
bills to correct the labeling of margarine 
have been blocked. All margarine must be 
labeled “oleomargarine” in accordance with 
the 1886 law even though less than 2 per 
cent of the margarine manufactured con- 
tains oleo, 


The Agriculture Committee won control 
over margarine bills for the first time, in 
1886, by a parliamentary trick which suc- 
ceeded in depriving the Ways and Means 
Committee of the jurisdiction which it 
would normally have had over such legis 
lation. Prior to 1886, many attempts had 
been made to destroy or curtail the mar- 
garine industry. The tax measures were 
regularly referred in the House to the Ways 
and Means Committee and, just as regular- 
ly, that committee failed to approve them, 


Two Feet in the Door 


The Commerce Committee proved equally 
disappointing to butter spokesmen. So did 
the Judiciary Committee. 


The butter lobby then set about, by in- 
direction, to obtain jurisdiction over mar- 
garine legislation for a committee which 
they were sure would be friendly—the 
Agriculture Committee. The effort began 
on Jan. 22, 1884, when Representative Abra- 
ham X. Parker, who was to be one of 
the chief proponents of the original anti- 
margarine law, proposed a seemingly in- 
nocuous resolution in the House instructing 
the Committee on Agriculture to investi- 


gate “the facts and statistics of the adul- 


terated and imitation compounds and mix- 
tures of dairy products and of the mate- 
rials composing the same.” 


Many members objected and the Speak- 
er, at first, ruled that the subject came 
under the jurisdiction of the Ways and 
Means’ Committee by precedent and rule. 
But Mr. Parker insisted that previous bills 
which had been referred to the Ways and 
Means Committee “provided for taxing 
oleomargarine.” His resolution, he ex- 
plained, merely provided for “obtaining sta- 
tistics and facts with reference to its ef- 
fects upon the interest of the farming com- 
munity generally.” All objections were 
withdrawn, 


This was the first breach and Repre- 
sentative Parker waited two years before 
he was able to follow it up successfully, 


* 


On Feb. 15, 1886, he introduced an anti- 
margarine bill with the innocent-sounding 
title “to protect the producers and con- 
sumers of dairy products.” It was referred 
without objection to the Agriculture Com- 
mittee. This was the second breach in the 
rules and precedengs of the House, 


No Vote on the Merits 


On March 8, 1886, the Congressional Rec- 
ord reveals, Representative Scott of Penn- 
sylvania introduced the butter lobby’s real 
bill, which eventually became the original 
federal anti-margarine law, Its announced 
purpose was “to prevent the illegal sale 
of all imitations of dairy products.” By a 
vote of the House this. measure was re- 
ferred to the Agriculture Committee and 
there all margarine legislation has since 
remained. 


The butter lobby took a long look ahead 
when it sent margarine legislation to the 
Committee on Agriculture. The time is 
overdue for the committee to give the en- 
tire House an opportunity to express it- 
self on the question of repeal. The dis- 
charge petition ig the only way in which 
this can be done. 


The first discharge rule was adopted by 
the Sixty-first Congress on June 17, 1910. 
It was hailed at the time as a triumph for 
the democratic forces in the country and 
as a defeat for the dictatorial practices 
which had enabled a handful of men in the 
House to throttle popular legislation year 
after year. : 


Only Remaining Remedy 


Discharge rules have been changed from 
time to time. The first rule did not pro- 
vide for any specific number of signers 
necessary to discharge a committee, It 
merely provided that when the motion was 
seconded by a majority of the House by 
teller vote the bill was placed on the ap- 
propriate calendar. Later, in 1924, it was 
provided that the signatures of 150 mem- 
bers would be sufficient to instruct a 
committee. In 1931, this was changed to 
145 signatures—or one third the total House 
membership. The present rule was adopted 
in 1935 and requires 218 signatures (that is, 
a majority—Editor’s note.) to bring about 
the discharge of a bill from committee. 


But, however the rules have varied, the 
purpose has always been the same: to 
force a committee to report bills instead of 
pigeonholing them, to avert the defeat of 
the popular will by a small minority of 
Congress. The bills to repeal or drastical- 
ly modify the federal anti-margarine laws 
have been pigeonholed in the House Agri- 
culture Committee. The popular will has 
been defeated. The discharge petition is 
— the only practical remedy for this ait- 
uation,

Unionized schoolteachers in Ohio are 
campaigning for a consti amend- 
ment to specify a minimum amount that 
the legislature would have to set aside for 
state aids to schools. 

No matter how worthy the objective, the 
method is wrong for many reasons. Espe- 
cially it is wrong because it puts fiscal fet- 
ters on the legislators in weighing all the 
various obligations of the state and its rela- 
tive needs, in assigning to each need its 
proper share of available state revenue. 

A few phrases from the Ohio teachers’ 
union statement in support of earmarking 
school aids are worth noting: “Activity in 
support of other interests has forced such 
action on our part. School revenues 
have been curtailed; gasoline tax has now 
been earmarked for highways.”

For as a 
body it has no authority of its 
own. Ours is a presidential sys- 
tem, and only the President has 
the authority to make the de- 
cisions which co-ordinate power 
and policy, means and ends, in a 
crisis of war and peace. 


Marshall’s Role. 


The appointment of Gen. Mar- 
shall was welcomed as the best 
possible way to compensate for 
the fact that Mr. Truman does not 
have the qualifications essential 
in a commander in chief. There 
was not only a fine modesty but 
wisdom in the appointment, and 
it was a fair assumption that Mr. 
Marshal] would not be merely the 
head of the State Department but 
in fact, by virtue of his prestige 
and of Mr. Truman’s unlimited 
confidence in him, a vicarious | 
commander in chief. 

It has not worked out that way. 
To have been in effect a vicarious 
commander in chief was a deli- 
cate and difficult assignment, es- | 
pecially for a scrupulous man of | 
high character, used to direct 
dealing through recognized chan- 
nels, and devoid of personal am- 
bition for power. It could have 
been done only if he had remained 
continually in Washington in con- 
stant personal contact with the 
President and the other heads 
of departments and the leaders 
of Congress. 


No Central Discipline.

This episode is merely one 
symptom of a condition which 
the country must be enabled to 
understand if measures are to be 
taken to correct it.

No Big Stick. 


For we are are doing the very 
thing which all experience warns 
us we should not do. Instead of 
talking softly and carrying a big 
stick we are talking loudly while 
we hesitate and procrastinate 
about getting a big stick. For 
though military preparedness is 
undoubtedly our best insurance 
against war, military gestures and 
warlike talk without actual mili- 
tary preparedness are the height 
of recklessness, 

It is well known in Washington 
that Secretary Marshall is aware 
of this very danger, and is deeply 
disturbed by it.

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joining it is the Arab city of 
Jaffa, which according to the 
partition scheme remains Arab 
territory enclosed by Jewish ter- 
ritory. 

Now it ig clear that if within 
the coastal area the Jewish Army 
stands on the defensive, should 
open fighting occur in Palestine, 
their position will become pro- 
gressively worse, The Arabs will 
come down from the hills and 
raid Jewish settlements or inter- 
rupt movements on the roads. 
The very fact that a defensive 
attitude is adopted will be of im- 
mense encouragement to the 
Arabs, and will even encourage 
Arab villagers inside the Jewish 
boundaries to assist the raiders 
from outside. Moreover, it is like- 
ly under these conditions that the 
Arabs will be able to cut the roads 
leading from the coastal area to 


Galilee. Thus Galilee would be 


cut off from the main source of 
Jewish strength. 

It is clear that one sound mill- 
tary plan open to the Jewish high 
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command is to advance rapidly 


eastward from the plain into the 
hills and to seize the road junc- 
tions which control movement in 
that area, destroying or driving 
back such concentration of Arab 
forces as they may encounter. In- 
cidentally, it may be noted that 
the Jewish intelligence service 
seems thoroughly informed as to 
Arab dispositions, strength and 
movements, 

Thus such a forward movement 
would be based on sound informa- 
tion and could be accurately di- 


rected against major military ob- 
jectives. 

Once the central mountain area 
of the coastal plain is controlled, 
the inner flanks of the outlying 
positions in Galilee and the 
Negeb will be secured. A major 
offensive eastward is the only 
means of defending the coastal 
plain. 

Galilee presents a different 
military picture. Here for the 
time being the defensive seems in- 
dicated, Each Jewish settlement ig 
strongly fortified. The mobile 
force available in Galilee is kept 
to the absolute minimum, This 
may be designed to make the 
maximum offensive effort avail- 
able for the major operation al- 
ready described, 

The defense of Galilee is largely 
in charge of the Home Guard 
troops in each settlement, with 
each having a small mobile unit 
and with some additional troops 
to deal with emergencies. It is 
obvious that the defense of the 
Negeb presents again an entirely 
different problem, This is desert 
terrain and the chief military 
consideration is water. 

The control of existing wells 
and the defense of the pipelines 
bringing water from the coastal 
area is a problem which obviously 
can be solved best by the use of 
armored and motorized forces, 
which need not be in great 
strength if aggressively handled. 
Control of major communication

I am not suggesting that any of 
this is going to be easy. No Jew- 
ish officer here thinks so, But it 
is well to understand clearly that 
the Jewish territory in Palestine 
can be made secure only by a 
strong offensive.

BANKS IO SURVEY 
BLIGHTED AREA 
ON NORTH SIDE 


Five Depositories Agree 
on Early Action to 


Learn Where Clearance 
Work Should Begin. 


A survey of blighted areas in 
North St. Louis will be made in 
the immediate future to determine 
what portions should receive first 
attention in a clearance program, 
it was decided yesterday at a two- 
hour meeting of representatives of 
five north side banks. 

The meeting, held at the Cass 
Bank & Trust Co., 1450 North 
Thirteenth street, was the first 
called for the group. Banks repre- 
sented, in addition to the Cass 
bank, were the Lindell Trust Co., 
Bremen Bank & Trust Co., Jeffer- 
Son Bank & Trust Co., and North- 
western National Bank of St. 
Louis. W. A. Brickenkamp, vice 
president and treasurer of the Lin- 
dell bank, was elected chairman. 
There was no discussion of pos- 

sible financing of a clearance pro- 
gram, E. M. Kleinsorge, vice presi- 
dent of the Cass bank, who repre- 
. sented his institution, said most of 
the discussion was general. 

Kleinsorge said it had not been 
decided definitely whether the 
committee should conduct the sur- 
vey or to hire an outside firm. He 
thought the latter course would be 
taken, with the committee assist- 
ing in the survey. 

“We've recognized for some time 
that something ought to be done 
about some of the areas in North 
St. Louis,” Kleinsorge said. “Re- 
cently representatives of the banks 

nded a dinner of the Real Es- 

“Board, and as a result of dis- 
cussion there we decided we could 
do something now instead of wait- 
ing. The survey ought to be started 
within a week. 

“At this first meeting we were 
for the most part in the process 
of deciding what we propose to 
do. Nothing definite has been 
decided as to the clearance pro- 
gram itself.” 


BERLIN ‘CRISIS’ 
VIEWED AS ONE 
MORE RED JAB 
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The blunt truth seems to be that 


there isn’t very much. 

So far as can be learned, there 
is no single agreement incorporat- 
ing permission for the Western 
powers to use either railroads or 
(highways leading into Berlin 
without Soviet control. 


The nearest thing is a series of 
minutes from the Control Council 
meetings where it was discussed. 

The basic agreement seems to 
have been an unrecorded verbal 
discussion between two convivial 
and friendly commanders, Gen. 
Eisenhower and Marshal Zhukov, 
in the early days of the occupa- 
tion. The position would be much 
happier and much stronger today 
if someone had only thought to 
put it on paper. 

The Soviets continue to insist 
publicly that their action was 
taken solely to further orderly 
traffic through their zone to pre- 
vent illegal movement of assets 
from Berlin to western Germany. 

This action must be seen, how- 
ever, as part of a general picture 
in which such distant factors as 
Finland and Italy's forthcoming 
elections all have a place. For the 
curtain is strictly a one-way af- 
fair. It is meant only to keep the 
Western powers out, not to pre- 
vent Soviet expansion. 

Pressure is constant along the 
whole front. It can be exerted 
wherever there seems good oppor- 
tunity. If opposition grows too 
strong in one place, it can be 
shifted to another. It is like fight- 
ing the mythical hydra which de- 
veloped a score of new heads 
each time one was cut off. 

In these terms, Berlin may 
simply be a sideshow to remove 
the spotlight from Rome or Hel- 
sinki, Should the Allies give way, 
it will be used everywhere to en- 
hance Soviet prestige to demon- 
strate again the “weakness” of 
the Western powers.

ONE INTERESTING INDUSTRY I visited is 
entirely a local development. This is a plant 
which has perfected a continuous process for 
delinting cottonseed with sulphuric acid and then 
grading the seed to insure practically 100 per 
cent germination.

Spotting Advertisements. 


GOOD gin player should sus- 
pect all his adversaries’ dis- 
cards of being advertisements, 
but he is not going to win if he 
site around and refuses ever to 
h one of them. Therefore 
his problem is to determine which 
discards are most likely and which 
least likely to be advertisers. 

Any time he feels that the dis- 
card is unlikely to be an adver- 
tiser he will do well to match it; 
any time that he feels that a dis- 
card is likely to be an advertiser 
he should only match it if he can 
find no other reasonably good 
play. 

In this connection a good rule 
to follow is that when your op- 
ponent starts with an unusual 
play he is much more likely to 

e advertising than if his first 
play appears to be normal. 

Thus, if you are playing against 
a man who normally throws high 
cards, beware of an initial dis- 
card of a five or a six. You will 
be surprised how often he is look- 
ing for another card of the same 
denomination or a nearby card 
of the same suit, 

When a player who likes to at- 
tack breaks up a pair at the start 
of a hand it may be that he has 
an extremely good hand but it is 
far more likely that he holds a 
lot of closely related combina- 
tions and is splitting one in an 
effort to get you to fill a nearby 
one for him. 

Thus, if a player holds the red 
jacks, the red nines and the black 
tens what better method of play 
can he find than to throw the 
ten spots? Not only does he call 
strongly for the red tens, either 
of which will give him a sequence, 
but he also invites the black jacks 
and nines out of hiding. Finally, 
when he aims at so many cards 
he ought to get at least one. Even 
though his opponent suspects the 
play of the two tens he can’t be 
superman and hold everything.

5 ASE No, P-293: Gideon, aged 
about 25, had a scientific view- 
point even though he lived sev- 
eral thousand years ago. His 
coun was being devastated by 
brigands, who swarmed in at 
threshing time, harvested the 
crops or burned the residue, plun- 
dered the villages, and attacked 
or kidnaped the women. And Je- 
hovah selected Gideon to destroy 
the invaders; to become the 
George Washington of his day. 
But Gideon must have been the 
ancestor of Doubting Thomas for 
he asked Jehovah to show him a 
sign as proof. So the angel of the 
Lord caused fire to spring up out 
of the ground and consume Gid- 
eon’s sacrifice. 

But Gideon wanted to be doubly 
certain, so he laid a sheep's wool 
on the ground and asked that the 
dew fall that night on the fleece 
only, but that the ground be dry. 
And so it was, for the next morn- 
ing he wrung a bowl full of dew 
from the fleece but the ground 
was dry. 

The next night, however, Gideon 
asked to have things reversed, 
with the fleece dry and the ground 
wet, and so it was, Then having 
trebly checked the matter, Gideon 
was convinced, and rallied his 
countrymen to his side, 
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BUT JEHOVAH said Gideon's 
army was too large, for it num- 
bered 32,000 men. “Go and tell 
those who are afraid to return 
home,” God said to Gideon, who 
did so. And 22,000 of them gladly 
raced for home, They had prob- 
ably only joined, anyway, because 
their sweethearts were looking on 
and the band was playing when 
Gideon’s recruiting officers went 
through the land. Now they glee- 
fully took advantage of the chance 
to desert. i 

To my knowledge, this is the 
only numerical “Courage Test” 
ever administered. But still there 
were too many left. 

So God had Gideon administer 
the first psychological test for se- 


lecting the cream of the recruits. 

We did the very same thing in 

1918 with our famous Army Alpha 

a test, and also in World 
ar II. 


The first group intelligence test, 
therefore, was this famous “creek 
test” which Gideon used on the 
10,000. They were to drink at the 
creek, And 9,700 got down on their 
knees or bellies. Only 300 dipped 
up the water in their cupped hand, 
meanwhile keeping their eyes 
open for danger. So Gideon chose 
the 300. He then divided his 300 
men into three companies. But 
God knowing Gideon was a true 
scientist, told him to go down and 
spy on the enemy so he could get 
a better idea of their mob psy- 
chology. When Gideon did so, he 
found that they were frightened 
and ready to be stampeded. 


So Gideon was all set, though 
the enemy were as thick as grass 
hoppers, and even “their camels 
were without number, as the sand 
of the sea side for multitude,” the 
Bible tells us. But Gideon waited 
till midnight when they would be 
soundest asleep. He gave his men 
trumpets, torches and earthen

Just Can't Keep From Sticking Neck 


Michigan's Attorney General Has Been Constantly 
Embroiled With Almost Everybody Around Him Since 
He Took Office—Invited One Group to 'Go to Hell’

LANSING, Mich., April 2. 

T is customary for politicians 
| to indicate in a general way, 

before election, that they intend 
to carry out their responsibilities 
of office without fear or favor, let 
the chips fall where they may, 
and all that sort of thing. Bugene 
F. Black, a humorless young man 
from Port Huron, has accepted 
this tradition in what his fellow 
Republicans consider a preposter- 
ously literal fashion. 

In 15 months as attorney gen- 
eral he has fought with the press, 
the auditor general, the highway 
commissioner, the state treasurer, 
the legislature, the circuit judges 
of Detroit and several sizeable 
groups of voters, 

To top it off, he has denounced 
Republican leaders as “a bunch of 
old fogies” and started a rift in 
the party that, some of the fogies 
fear, may well cost the Republi- 
cans control of the state. 

Black stated his attitude toward 
his constituents rather bluntly not 
long ago in a reply to three north- 
west Detroit civic groups that had 
asked him to attend a mass meet- 
ing called in protest against po- 
lice raids on their “charity” bingo 
games (which Black had ruled il- 
legal.) 

He wound up his letter: . I 
am a public official and my doors 
here are never closed. If you want 
to see me come On over any time 
after you have specified the hour 
and have named your weapons, I 
will be here continuously until the 
end of the year and I won't be at- 
tending your meeting. 1 

“In short, and in Port Huron 
parlance, how would you like to 
go to hell?” 

Gov, Kim Sigler, a onetime Ne- 
braska cowboy who is regarded as 
a pretty forthright official: him- 
self, and who personally picked 
Black out of obscurity for a place 
on the ticket, couldn’t go along 
with this brash talk to the voters. 

In a letter to the chalrman of 
the mass meeting, Sigler explained 
that Slack’s suggestion “represents 
only the department in question's 
opinion and stand.” And he added: 
“I am of the opinion that no pub- 
lic official should tell any one, in 
substance to ‘go to hell’.” 

Scarcely had the governor 
quieted this fracas when his 
maverick attorney general broke 
loose again, this time kicking his 
heels at some of the most eminent 
pillars of the party. 

He accused two of his brother 
officials — Highway Commiissioner 
Charles M. Ziegler and Treasurer 
D. Hale Brake of trying to kill 
an auto rackets grand jury in De- 
troit because automobile dealers 
contributed heavily to the Repub- 
lican financial chest. He added 
that “all three divisions of our 
government are dominated by an 
entrenched group of men whose 
minds have literally grown into

the groove of special 
politics,” 

Gov. Sigler, who was present 
when Black issued this blast at a 
dinner attended by 350 Port 
Huron service club members, is- 
sued a plaintive disclaimer. 

“Any citizen has a right to 
express his views, but I think 
Mr. Black went a little too far.” 

Black was also the target of 
other Republican leaders, who 
accused him of sabotaging the 
party. For his detractors he had 
only one comment: “The hell 
with them.” ‘And he has prom- 
ised another frank report on the 
inner workings of the state gov- 
ernment within a few weeks. 

* 

HE attorney general has one 

advantage over his colleagues. 

He doesn’t want to be re- 
elected. 

He came to this decision within 
two months after taking office at 
the beginning of 1947. On the 
wall of his office he posted a 
calendar on which he marks off 
the days until the end of his two- 
year term. 

I want to get out of this for- 
ever and ever and ever,” he told 
reporters at that time. This busi- 
ness is not for me.” 

He had got off to a rough start. 

A self-educated lawyer, onetime 
semi-pro football player and war- 
time naval officer, he was an un- 
known in state politics. Delegates 


interest 


to the state convention nominated, 


him at the request of Sigler, who 
himself had made a reputation as 
an investigator of legislative graft 
and had won such a decisive vic- 
tory in the primary that he was 
in a position to dictate his choices 
for the ticket running mates to 
the party. 

Right off the bat he got into a 


row. He discovered an 1857 law 
which, he claimed, entitled him to 
his “necessary expenses” while 
serving in the capital at Lansing. 
For the first month he turned in 
an expense voucher for $213.27, of 
which $108.50 was for a hotel 
room, $97.75 for meals and $7.02 
for telephone charges. Auditor 
General Murl K. Aten refused to 
honor it. 

Then and there, Black began 
driving to and from his home in 
Port Huron every day—a round 
trip of about 200 miles—in a state 
car. He’s still doing it. 

This move brought unfavorable 
publicity. The Associated Press 
and a chain of Michigan dailies 
known as the Booth papers car- 
ried the story. Black. promptly 
announced that he would give no 
more news to the reporters for 
AP and the Booth chain. 

“When a guy gouges me in the 
eye, I kick him in the stomach,” 
Black commented. 

Sigler intervened and ordered 
that the attorney general patch 
up his relations with the press. 

“The attorney general is an ex- 
cellent lawyer — honorable and 
hard fighting—but he hasn't 
seemed to fully understand pub- 
lic relations,” Sigler said. 

Black made a brave effort to 
follow instructions. He called the 
reporters in for a press conference 
and served réfreshments — ice 
cream and cake. 

That is about as far as Black 
ever goes in the refreshment line. 
He doesn't drink or smoke. 
fellow Port Huronians know him 
as a peaceful citizen who belongs 
to the local PTA, is an excellent 
family man and loves the out- 
doors. 

In his teens he was an all-round 
athlete, but football was his strong

6 HIS is one phrase that will 
have no surprises,” writes 
one of our readers, “as far 

as being old is concerned, for it

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N THE field of food and nutri- 
[ tion we can acquire prejudices 

as often as truths. For example, 
some have prejudices in favor of 
animal proteins and against vege- 
table proteins. This is partly due 
to tradition, and partly to the 
prescientific ideas of yesterday. 
And such information persists in 
some degree today because every 
now and then one runs across di- 
etaries that specify only animal 
protein. Modern research however, 
does not show animal protein to 
be superior or the vegetable pro- 
tein interior. In research on both 
kinds of protein, careful com- 
parsions of the amino acid con- 


gtituents have been made on 
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human subjects in balance ex- 
periments. And also, laboratory 
animals have been used over long 
segments of their life cycle in- 
cluding periods of rapid growth. 

In both the human and animal 
experiments, the evidence shows 
that-proteing in peanuts and soy 
beans compare favorably with the 
animal proteins in chemical na- 
ture and nutritional efficiency. 
And they have also learned that

Add dry ingredients and stir just 
until well- combined. Drop batter 
from tablespoon onto a hot grid- 
dle which has been lightly greased. 
Spread cakes out. lightly with 
back of spoon. Cook on one side 
until puffed, full of bubbles and 
cooked on edges. Then turn and 
bake other side. Twelve pancakes.
